States government has 
made a formal request upon the Mexi­ 
can government to surrender them. 
The United States charges the two 
Americans were taken on American 
soil and that the seizure was a viola­ 
tion of the sovereignty of this gov­ 
ernment. 
A direct issue of fact exists between 
the two governments on this question. 
Mexican officials have declared cate 
gorically that tile young men were 
taken on Mexican soil. while the state 
department, in its note to the Mexican 
embassy, docs not qualify its conten­

A filibuster could not defeat the meas­ 
ure, but it could postpone action for 
several months.

Washington, March 15.—-Republican 
opponents of Canadian reciprocity are 
chagrined over the evident determina­ 
tion of tho house Democrats to treat 
the Taft agreerm nt as an entity.

Within 
the past day or so Chairman Under­ 
wood has caused it to he made known 
that the Canadian agreement would be 
reported to the new house precisely in 
the form in which it was submitted to 
congress at the recent session. 
Whether the committee has changed 
front because of intimations of the 
president that he disapproved of th* 
plan to add anything to the Canadian 
bill beyond what was embraced in 
the agreement negotiated with Canada, 
or whether the Democrats came to the 
conclusion that it would be better poli­ 
tics to ratify the agreement Just as it 
came from Mr. Taft, is not made clear. 
All that the leaders can be Induced to 
say on the subject is that the agree­ 
ment is to be passed by the house as 
it was outlined in the McCall bill. 
This is bad news for the opposition.

Both the gas and bubbles are so 
very supersensitive to the temperature 
that even one’s shadow cast for a 
moment across them is affected.
